In Trinidad, the death rate 
from tuberculosis In Port-au-Spaln, the 
anly place where figures are available, 
was 4.75 In T909, nearly three times 
the rate In New York city. Condi¬ 
tions in the other'islands of the West 
Indies, where no active campaign 
against tuberculosis has been under¬ 
taken Is even worse. The chief rea¬ 
son for this high mortality is found 
In the . unsanitary, dark, and poorly 
ventilated houses of the natives of th* 
islands.

When lace and beading are to be 
tewed to thin materials, such as mus¬ 
lin dresses or underwear of any kind. 
It must be carefully and thoroughly 
done to produce good results. Lace 
edging nearly always has a stout 
thread In the selvedge which serves 
admirably as a gathering thread. Pull 
this thread and stroke the gathers to 
make them even. Roll the edge of the 
material and. holding the lace and 
edge together with the thumb and fore¬ 
finger of the lett hand, with the lace 
nearest you. overcast tbe two together 
with firm even stitches. When sewed 
to a straight edge insertion can be 
tewed in exactly the same manner, but 
to let insertion In, to form a design, 
first baste tbs material on the right 
tide to iorm the desired design, and 
hem it down on both edges. Cut tbe 
material from underneath the Inser¬ 
tion, leaving a narrow strip on each 
tide of the insertloL. Crease this 
•trip back from the insertion toward 
the material aud turn as for a hem. 
Overhand this, taking stitches close to 
the lice of the hemming.

Frankfort—Whether the officials 
•who were in office at the time the legis¬ 
lature made the appropriatipn of *20,- 
000 for the erection of a statue of Wil¬ 
liam Goebel continue to manage and 
conduct the business connected with 
that act. Is a question that the attor¬ 
ney general is trying to decide. There 
is doubt whether the old officials of 
the state, who were placed on the Goe< 
bel monument commission by the act, 
or the new officials, shall complete the 
work of erecting the statue. The act, 
which appropriated 120,000, created a 
commission composed of the governor, 
attorney general, treasurer, auditor 
nnd Lieutenant governor, and imposed 
on this commission the duty of having 
made and put up the statue of Goebel. 
The old commission, created by this 
act, was composed of members of the 
last Democratic state administration. 
This comn^ssion did not complete the 
statue. It entered into a contract with 
Charles H. Niehaus to make a statue 
of Goebel, but the statue was not com¬ 
pleted before the old commissioners 
went out of office. 

The question now arises wether or 
npt It was the Intention of the legis¬ 
lature to compose the commission of 
the officials, no matter who they might 
be, of the men themselves who held of¬ 
fice at the time. It is said to be doubt¬ 
ful whether the present officials named 
In the act have authority to act. Some 
hold that the old commission, created 
by the act, alone has the power to 
complete the erection of the statue, 
and if that construction Is determined 
upon then the old commission, now 
scattered over the state, will have to

Commission to Find Out if Shippers 
Are Paying Too Much. 


Frankfort.—Examination of freight 
bills from all parts of the state, espe¬ 
cially those paid by large shippers, 
will be examined by the railroad com¬ 
missi on during the next year, with a 
view to aacertalntng how much money 
hat been paid the railroads in excess 
of what the proper rates should'he. It 
is stated by the railroad commission 
that one shipper has paid a certain 
railroad *6,0GP more than he should 
have paid, during the last few years, 
jfid It Is believed that overcharges 
bav« been made by many railroads to 
a large number of shippers. If it Is 
found. 


Pabst Cow 8tablo. 


The cow stable erected upon the 
farm of Fred Pabst at Oconomowoc. 
Wls.. Is thirty-eight feed wide and 144 
feet long and will comfortably accom¬ 
modate fifty-four' head of cattle ex¬ 
clusive of those which for any reason 
may be confined In the two large box 
stalls, says Homestead. The two rows 
of cows face toward a common feed¬ 
ing alley which Is fourteen feet In 
width and which opens to the out-of- 
doors at either end of the barn 
through a large doorway. Back of 
each row of cows Is a ten-foot manure 
alley which gives ample room for 
workmen. The barn U supplied with 


thirty-five windows, which admit abun¬ 
dant light, and an extensive ventilat- 
lng system which continuously pro 
vldes fresh air and withdraws the 
gases and other Impurities. A wash 
room, fully equipped with tlie neces¬ 
sary appliances, enables the manager 
to enforce greater cleanliness than 
would be possible or practicable with¬ 
out this equipment. The feed room 
and the silos open into the feed alley, 
and are therefore conveniently situ¬ 
ated for the feeder. The barn is mod¬ 
ern throughout and Is one of the very 
best models built in recent years li 
the West. 


In any case, that overcharges 
have been made, the commission will 
force the railroad to refund the 
money. 

Kentucky’s railroad commission had 
derided to stir up things on its own 
account and not wait for complaints 
to he made. The commission has 
been hearing complaints by the score, 
and hae been entering orders that 
have relieved the shippers of burdens, 
hut It Is believed that In a great many 
cases shippers have been defrauded 
without their knowing It, nnd have 
been forced to pay at higher rates 
than the tariffs call for. It Is said to 
be easy to make an overcharge, and 
the average shipper does not notice 
the amount of the bill, hut pays It 
without Investigating to see whether 
or not the tariff laid down in the 
schedule has been charged.

It does not pay to let him eat grass 
w hen It Is green. He will thrive, work 
better and remain healthier and more 
enduring if fed "hard feed” during the 
busy season. The soft, washy, green 
grass is palatable of course, but It 
makes the horse soft and flabby, keeps 
the bowels too loose, and Is apt to 
Induce colic. 

If the horse has no work to do he 
may go on pasture right along and 
have little grain and when bis work Is 
done In late summer he may enjoy 
the fall pasture made green again by 
rains. The pasture also la a good 
place for the brood mare as It pro- 


The Best Rations for Hogs. 

Recent experiments at the Missouri 
station prove that com, good com, is a 
good feed for any animal, and that 
there is no reason for withholding It 
from any animal needing food. At the 
same time, It la shown that com alone 
is not nearly so good or so profitable 
a feed as com supplemented by some 
proteld food, such as tankage, linseed 
oil meal or soy beans. 

In bogs fed exclusively on com the 
animal becomes very fat and chubby, 
and does not develop properly; the 
bones are brittle and easily broken. 
Sixty-five bogs were used in this ex¬ 
periment. and they were divided into 
lota of five each. Twelve different ra¬ 
tions were used, with corn alone. In 
two of them, and corn supplemented 
with some other feed In the others. 

The hogs fed on com and linseed oil 
meal and those fed on com and tank¬ 
age gained the most; those receiving 
com alone were most unsatisfactory.

Clover for Horses. 

An experiment conducted at the Illi¬ 
nois experiment station in fattening 
horses for market showed that clover 
Is worth twice as much aa timothy, 
pound for pound, in; putting flesh on 
the animals. It is the belief of the 
station that Its value will be more 
highly appreciated as a horse feed 
when corn forms all or part of the 
grain ration than where all oats are 
fed. Clover hay. being rich In protein, 
L renders It especially valuable for feed¬ 
ing young horees.

There are differences of opinion re¬ 
garding the correct arrangement of 
eveners and single-trees, and In partic 
ular the lines or reins. The latter de¬ 
pends much upon the temper of the 
horse. One farmer drives several 
horses abreast without the use of lines 
or whip, having trained them to go. 
back, and turn by queer sounding chlls, 
writes L Q. Bayley in Popular Me¬ 
chanics. Another farmer drives six 
horses abreast with a single pair of 
lines attached to the outsiue horses, 
the Inside horses being connected with 
single straps. 

The methods of harnessing up from 
one to six horses abreast are shown 
In the sketch, which has been approved 
by several farmers that have had sev¬ 
eral years or experience. Tbe methods 
shown are for plows, scoops or road- 
Bcrapers. When connecting to wagons 
the only difference Is In the design of 
the last evener, which has a hole In 
the center for connecting to the pole 
or tongue instead of the chain hook.

Watering the Horse. 

As the work a horse does Increases, 
the amount of water he requires In¬ 
creases sb with an engine, if not ia 
the same proportion. This Is especial¬ 
ly true In bot weather. The working 
horse needs large quantities or water, 
and needs it often. If It is not sup¬ 
plied It is absorbed from the body tis¬ 
sues; they shrink and the horse Is said 
to gei poor. Failure to give sufficient 
water is far more frequently the cause 
of farm horses getting poor during tbs 
working season than lack of feed. 
Horses suffer seriously from the usual 
practise of allowing them to go from 
one feeding period till the next In hot 
weather without water. A good rule 
Is to water the first thing In the morn 
ing, then within two hours after each 
feed and tilt last thing in the even 
lng.

It has been a long, hard struggle at times for 
some scientists to get recognition from the world.

there are many members of other organizations 
In Washington, who would be willing to. throw 
their memberships into the deep sea, If the act 
would bny for them admittance into the club 
of these scientists. 

The headquarters of the Cosmos club are In 
the old "Dolly Madison" residence. It was there 
that the widow of President Madison lived and 
held social sway for years after the death of her 
husband. During the Civil war.“for a time. Admi¬ 
ral Wilkes lived in the Madison house. It was 
Wilkes who took Mason and Slidell from the Brit¬ 
ish steamer "Trent" and thereby nearly brought 
on war between the United States and Great 
Britain at a time when such a war might hare 
Insured ultimate victory to the Confederate arms. 

The biological survey of the United States 
'government has lost the services of Dr. C. Hart 
Merriam. who for years was the survey’s chief, 
and who In the early days worked so hard to 
make theservl< e what be succeeded In making It, 
one of the most useful departments of govern¬ 
ment. Dr. Merriam has accepted the direction of 
the Harrlman Foundation for Zoological Re¬ 
search. Mrs. Harrlman, the widow of E. II. Har- 
rfman. the great financier and railroad man. has 
carried out the wishes of her hnsband, and has 
set aside a large sum of money to be used for 
purposes of zoological atudy. Acting unquestion¬ 
ably In line with her husband's wWt.es. Mrs. Har- 
rlman requested Dr. Merriam to take charge of 
the work. 

It Is probable that the former chief of the bio¬ 
logical survey Is the foremost authority in the 
United States in matters pertaining to certain 
lines of natural history work. It was Dr. Mer¬ 
riam, more than any other man, to whom Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt went for advice about the scope 
of his expected work In Africa. The doctor and 
the colonel have been friends since boyhood; 
when In New York state both were pursuing bird 
studies and exchanging letters on general sub¬ 
jects of natural history 

These words about Dr. Merriam and the Har 
-f’fman Zoological Foundation lead one to tell a 
story about the late financier, which perhaps 
will throw some light on a side of his life con¬ 
cerning which most people probably know little. 
One year ago last winter I went south from 
Washington, bound for Augusta, Oa, with a 
friend. E. H. Harrlman's private car was at 
tached to the train at one of the stations on the 
way. It happened that my friend was a close per 
sonal acquaintance of Mr. Harrlman. and be was 
lavlted to dine with the financier on his private 
car. and was told to bring his friend with him, 
provided the friend would like 1 to come. 

There were several men of large affnlrs at 
that little dinner party, one of the guests being 
the president of one of the grsateat railroad 
systems In the world. The conversation, natu¬ 
rally. was about big affairs of the financial world, 
concerning which I knew very little, mnd I am 
free to confess, cered much less After hearing 
a good deal about certain things concerning 
which the discussion was more or less unintelli¬ 
gible to me. 1 ventured to break Into the conver¬ 
sation and to tell Mr. Harrlman that 1 bad such 
of the journals of the "Harrlman Alaska Expedi¬ 
tion” as already had been published, and more¬ 
over. that I had read them.
